Please sign these receipts precisely in words and letters like the heading of the voucher, 
for example, if heading reads: The United States to William Jones the receipts should be signed 
by him William Jones, not Wm. Or W. Jones. 

If “ The Ohio Iron Works ” or “ The Ohio Iron Works Co. ,” the receipts should be signed 
with these words as written, and by the Officers underneath who is authorized to receive and 
receipt for money for the Company. 

If vouchers are in favor of, say Brown & Jones, or Brown Jones & Co., or Wm. Smith’ 
Sons, or Wm. Smith’s Sons & Co., they should be so signed and the signer, if he be a member of 
the firm or Company, should sign his name immediately under and add the words “Member of 
the Eirm” or Company”, as the case may be. If the person, - be the Treasurer, Secretary or 
President of a Company not incorporated - authorized to receive and receipt for money for the 
Company sign the vouchers, in such cases the regulations of the War and Treasury Departments, 
require the disbursing Officer who pays the account, to add to the face of the voucher, over his 
own signature, a certificate that such person “is” the Secretary, Treasurer, or President authorized 
to receipt and receipt for money for the company in whose favor the voucher is made. To enable, 
therefore, the disbursing Officer to make this certificate, it is requested that there be returned 
with vouchers of that character, duly authenticated extract from minutes of company’s 
transactions or other papers, showing that such authority has been conferred, for file and 
reference in this office for the benefit of the disbursing officer. This paper of course, need be 
furnished but one for any one man, while he is the President, Secretary, Treasurer or other officer 
receiving and receipting for money for the Company. 

If the Company be an incorporated one, the receipt must be signed by the Officer who is 
authorized to receive and receipt for moneys due the corporation, and he must furnish a duly 
authenticated extract from the minutes showing this authority. In all cases, do not fill in the date 
of the receipt. 

This will be filled in at the Arsenal, with the date of the check which pays the voucher.
